ſad News came of the Dutch burxing our Ships at 


Chattam, I made it then my buſineſs among$k other 
things I was employed in, to obſerve as far as T 
could how and which way the Trade of England 
might be improved and advanced. And when 1 had 
made my Obſervations of the Trade there, and 


bow far it was to be taken notice of in order to the 


eftabliſhing of the like in England, to ſet the Poor 
on work.,, which was the Linen, Thread, Tape, and 
Tin-plates, 1 came for Holland, being the time 
the Treaty was at Breda, where the Triple League 
was concluded, (v1z._) between England, Holland, 
and Swetheland. And there ſpending ſome time 
in the obſervations of their Laws, Cuſtoms, pub= 
lick Banks, Cut Rivers, Havens, Sands. Policies 
in Government and Trade, with their Natural 
Fortifications both by Sea and Land ; weighing 
and conſidering all things, I was then ſatisfied we 
could not beat the Dutch with fighting. And by 
Jong fludying and weighing every part of their 


Condition, and alſo knowing ſome of our failings in 


the advance of Trade, and our weak Laws condu- 
cing thereunto, 1 did ſee that all was out of

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of Linen ; and finding the Poor unimployed, Iwith my 
Wife did, promote the making of much fine Linen 
With good fucceſls, And being employed and my Char- 
ges born by twelve Gentlemen of England, to bring in- 
to Zxglend a Manufacture out of S4xemy and Bohemis 
made of Iron .and Tin; there I did fee what I here ſer 
down ; and'in Holand and Flanders I tryed and obleryed 
their way and manner of Trade in the Linen Manufa- 
ture : All which take you for nothing. : 
The ſecond. Manufacture to be incouraged to ſet the 
- poor' people at work, being the growth and product of 
our .own Kingdom, is that-of Iron,. But now Iam ſure] 
ſhall draw-« whole Swarm of Waſps about my Ears. Far 
ſay ſome (and many too who think themſelves very 
wile) it were well if there were noIron-works in Eng/and, 
and.it was better when no'Iron was made in Exeland: 
and the Iron-works deſtroy all the Woods , and foreign 
Iron from Spain will do better and-laſt longer. And1 
have heard many men both Rich and Sober often declare 
theſe things, and it hath been and is the opinion of nine 
of ten of the people of Exge/azd, that it is ſo, and 
y no'arguments whatever will they be beat from the be- 
lief of it, although there is not one word true. As to the 
Firſt, The Iron works at prefent in England are of the 
- ſame value, and I believe much more to the publick 
than the Woollen Manufacture is, and is the canle of im- 
ploying near as many people, and much more Lands for 
Horſes and Oxen. to carry and recarry thoſe heavy com- 
- modities of which the Iron is made, -and the Iron, . and 
the things made of the Iron. + Therefore I will take the 
Kingdom half round,-and ſhew you what the Ironworks 
lo contribute to the Pyblick and to the whole Coun:

Our 
ErgliſhBeer Brewed at Londox, and carried to Sea, and 
Landed at Hamborongh, and fo carried up the EIb, as 
far as Draiſden, the Duke of 84xorie's Court, and im 
thoſe Parts, it is ſold for Six pence a Quart; and it is 
not like the Beer either for Taſt, Strength, or Pleaſant- 
neſs, asit was when here; the Sea having put it into a 
fermentation, cauſeth'it to drink pleaſant, ſtrong, and 
delightful , even comparabletto March-Beer in England. 
four Years old, which is we!l-brewed, and grown very 
Mellow 3 Hundreds of Merchants ca affirm what I fay 
tobe true. Now will ſhew you the reaſons why the 
Brunſwick-Trade will come to Stratford in courſe 5 
and when I have Publiſhed theſe reaſons now given in 
Print, the Trade of making Mum will begin in ſome 
ſhort time to be ſet forward there; and that River being

3. Conſider, of all courſe Linnens brought from 


France, as Canvaſes, Lockrums, and great quantities of 
coarſe Clothes, which have of late years ſo crouded 
upon us, that it hath almoſt laid afide the making of 
Linnen Cloth in Ezglard, and thereby the people are 
unimploy'd, and the Land lyeth idle and waſte. 

4. Conſider, the French take nothing of any value 
from us, but it is ready money for their Linneris; ſo we 
Keeptheir people at work, and ſend them our moneys 
to pay them for it, and our own Poor are unimploy'd 2 
But ifa Tax were laid upon their coarſe Linnen Clothes, 
then what is brought out of Franceinto Ergland,would 
be made here of our own growth, to the Nations great 
enriching. 

"5." Confider the Twine and Yarn ready wrought 


and 
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and brought out of the Eaſt-Country to make Sail- 
Cloth and Cordage, which hath taken off the Jabour 
of multitude of people in $»folk, and thereabouts, 
and hath ſo le{lened that Trade, that it 1s almoſt loſt : 
But if a Tax were laid upon the threds brought over 
ready wrought,then the labour of all ſuch things would 
' be here to ſupply our Poor at work, and raiſe the price 
of our Lands. | 

6. Conſider what vaſt quantities of narrow coarle_ 

Clothes come out of Germany down the Elbe, Weſer, 
and Emes, and tranſported into England, and here 
vented and worn; the cheapneſs whereof hath beaten 
-out the Linnen Trade formerly made in Laxcaſhire, Che- 
ire, and thereabouts, and carried and fold at Loxdor, 
] (about forty years ſince it was a very great Trade, and 
tended much to the relief of the Poor in them parts:) 
I ATax being laid upon theſe Eaſterling Clothes, would 
occaſion the reviving of that coarſe Cloth-Trade again 
with us, which would ſet multitudes at work. 

7. Conſider, the Foreign Bed-ticking coming hither 
cheap, hath almoſt deſtroyed that Trade in Dorcetſhire 
and Soxzerſetſhire 3 and ſo the Spinners are Idle, and

knd our Moneys into Foreign parts, to keep their Poor

8, Conſider the vaſt and infinite quantities of Thred 
ready ſpun, that comes down out of Germany into Eng- 
lerd, and here made uſe of, and all the labour of ſuch 
Threds are there done, the Government and People 
there have the advantage of it, and here we make uſe 
of them in many of our Commadities : It is of late 
diſcovered 
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diſcovered, that the cheapneſs of theſe Threds will eat 
out the very Spinning in moſt parts of Ezg/a:-d.—Con- 
ſider, and take this preſident at Kidderminiter in Woy- 
cefterſhire z Formerly the Clothiers made uſe of Linnen- 
Yarn Spun in thatCountrey to make their Lynſey-wool. 
ſeys; but now the cheapneſs of the Foreign Threds hath, 
put them upon making uſe of Germany: Yarn ;. in which, 
Town there is One hundred pound a Week in Yarn 
made uſe of; great quantities of Thred alſo are uſed at 
Mancheſter, MaidStone, and in other parts of Exgland 
to mix with Woollen, with infinite other Commodities, 
and all the benefit of the labour of theſe Threds, 1s ap- 
plied to Foreigners 3 a Tax being put upon the Threds, 
would put the Wheel to work in E-gl/and again. This 
is of great conſequence to the Publick, to be taken 
into conſideration ; for in this very thing of Spun-yarn, 
no. leſs than Thirty thouſand People would be here em 
ployed, if by Eaw it were encouraged. 


_ Conſiders 
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Conſiderations upon the Iron MannfaGure. 


1. Onſider, That the beſt Iron in the known 
World, is in the Foreſt of Dez, and in the 
Clay-Hill in 8hropſhire; and the Iron made of theſe mi- 


nerals, will work moſt eaſieſt and quickeſt into Commo- 


dities, of any Iron; and at preſent let there be one Tun 
of this Bar-Iron made of Foreſt-Iron-Stone, and one 
Tun of $8parifh Iron delivered to a Smith to work into 
Sythes, Sickles, and other Commodities z he will work 
the Foreſt-Iron, and give Twenty pounds the Tun for 
itz but will not give Twenty ſhillings for the Tun of 
$paniſh-Iron to work into Commodities : The Foreſt- 
Iron works eaſie, plyable, and ſoft ; the Spaniſh works 
tough, churliſh and dogged. - 

2. Conſider, If there be not timely courſe taken by 
the Parliament, to provide for the incloſure of the 
Commons in theſe parts, which lye convenient to theſe 
fron-Mines and Works, to encreaſe Woods; in a very 
{mall time, the ManufaQture will be much leſſened, and 
will prove the great impoveriſhing of the Countreys 
where now they are, and of much damage to the King- 
dom in general. 

'»-3. Confider, that in Worcefterſhire , Stafford and 
Darbyfhire, there are great Mines of Iron-{tone that 
makes Iron, not very good for uſe for all things ; but 
of excellent uſe for Nails, and many ſma}l Commodities: 
The benefit of which Trade, is of great advantage to 


all the Countrey round about. And in theſe Countreys 


there are great quantities of Pit-Coles, which are in all 
"a | S 2 | places 
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places near the Iron- works, and by the help of the Coal 
the Iron is Manufaftured with eaſe, cheapneſs and ad. 
vantage 3 whereby we have the Trade of good part of 
Exrope for theſe Commodities : And fo ſet infinite of 
poor People to work. 

4. Conſider, the Woods in theſe parts decay and 
look thin, and will not laſt long, and when: gone, the 
Iron-Stone and Coles will be there of no value, the 
People unimployed, the Trade loſt.z therefore the vaſt 
Commons in.theſe parts incloſed for Woods, would. pre. 
vent all : As the Duke of Saxony hath done near Ana 
burgh, and Sneburgh, where this politick preſervation 
of Woods, in Lands joyning to his Iron, Tin, Silver, 
and Copper- Mines, hath made them a very great branch 
of his Revenue; and all the Countrey round about, by 
the multitude of People imployed, are become very 
Rich; and there things in point of convenience, as to 
Tron-works, Tin-works, with Mines and Woods tg 
ſupply the works,. are ſo ordered, that there are at 
preſent Manufactured. many Commodities. in Iron, and 
ſent into England: If theſe Woods had not been pre» 
ſerved by a politick Law, all his Mines had been no- 
thing worth, and the Iron Trade and Works would 
have continued near Newrizghxreh, from whence they 
now are departed; and that great benefit is now wholly 
enjoyed by the Duke of Saxony. The like it will do 
ia few years, if the Commons are not incloſed'; for 
Woods in the Countreys I name, where there is Iron- 
Stone, and Pit-Cole plentiful, are. as the Rreaſt is to 
the Child ; let that ceaſe,all dies. 

5. Confider, A Tax.being laid upon barr Iron, and

6. Conſider how many Iron-Works are laid down, 
both in Kerzt, Suſſex, and Surrey, and many more muſt 


follow; The Reaſon is, the Iron from Sweadlard, 


Flanders, and Spain, comes/in ſocheap, that it cannot 
be made to profit here 5 and obſerve how the Gentle- 
men andothers 1n the Countreys, for want of Moneys 
for their Woods, are forced'to Stock up their Copices, 
and turn them 1nvo Tillage and Paſture, the People 
unimployed, and their Lands fall Rents: To preveat 
all, a Tax upon Foreign Iron is abſolutely neceſfary, 
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Conſiderations upon Bank-Granaries, 


"i Onfider, that the'Corn carried into Bank- 


; Granaries, and there kept ſafe for ſeveral 


years; for one penny a year, for each Buſhel, will be 
for Landlord and Tenant of great benefit : the Land- 
lord in all lkelthood hath his Rent then ſecured, the 
Tenant his credit preſerved, the Husbandry in a good 
and Regular way. 

2. Confider,the Landlord-may at any time have mo- 
neys upon Bank-Corn, transferred from his Tenant to 
him for Rent; and thereby inable the Landlord upon 
that Credit, to'take up moneys at all times to anfwer his 
juſt occaſions: -and the Corn being Regiltred in, the 
- -County, and alſo at the Gzi/d-Hel/ in London, will in- 
finitely enliven Trade ;and Bills for Corn in Banks will 
'be as good as ready moneys, and thereby prevent in- 
-finite of miſchiefs that attend want of preſent mo- 
-NEYS. 

3. Confider, that Bank-Cranaries will prevent the 
poor peoples miſeries, for want of food, in ſome wet 


| and unſeaſonable years ; and will be the occaſion of tak- 


ing infinite poor people off thePariſh,and prevent others 
falling upon the Pariſh. | 

4- Conſider, it is the true intereſt of all Gentlemen 
that have many Tenants in great Corn-Countreys, to 
build Granaries upon their charges, and take ia their 


own Tenants and Neighbours Corn, and receive from: 


them payment for keeping thereof : And if this comes 


to be put in prafice by the Gentlemen, the next thing 
they 
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- they will then be at, Is to-ſet their Sons upon Tmploy in 
the Linnen Manufacture; for it will be then perfecly 
diſcovered, that Bank-Corn may always be delivered 
out to the poor, in payment for their work : As now 
Iron, Wool, Silk, Threads, any Wier, is delivered out 
to the Smith, Clothier, Weaver, Pin-maker, in part 
_ of payment for the Manufattured Commodities, 3 for 
at this time moſt-payments are made to the poorHandi- 
craft-man, part Moneys, and part fuch Materials as the 
Commodity was made of which he ſells, and he is forc*d: 
to take the Materials at ſuch Rates as his Chapman plea- 
ſeth to impoſe, or put upan it. 

5. Confider, Theſe Bank-Granaries will bring out 
all the Moneys now unimployed, and at preſent out of 
Trade, and prevent the keeping of ſuch quantities of- 
Plate which is now made uſe of by many People ; for 
the. Bank-Corn being ready Moneys at all times, there 
will be no occaſion of ſuch quantities of Plate as mo(t- 
People keep by them 3 which at preſent is made uſe of 
by many perſons for their immediate Credit. 

I being at Dubliz in the Month of November, One 
thouſand ſix hundred ſeventy four, there happened a 
great Storm, which very much ſhattered the Ships lying 
in the Harbor, and blew one to Sea, where Ship and” 
Men periſhed ; and blew another upon the Rocks, near 
the point of Yoth, where ſhe was ftaved and- broke to 
pieces, her lading and part of the Men periſhed ; at 
which time I heard many and frequent complaints, by 
Merchants and Seamen, of the badneſs of that-Harbor,. 
and the danger that attended the Ships lying there at: 
Anchors by reaſon of hard Sand, low Water, and the 
continual hazard the Ships were in when the Winds- 
blew hard; there being no-Hill-or.Promontory-to _ 

fead : 
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fend them from. great winds : Talſo-found by diſceurſe 
with the-Lord Mayor Brewfter,and many others,that the 
badneſs of the Rarbour did occaſion the decreaſe of 
Trade, and was of great prejudice to it, and the City 
alſo. I then acquainted the Lord Mayor of my thoughts, 
As to the making a very good Harbour at AKirgs-erd: 
Upon which he did Importune me to beſtow ſome time 
in a Survey, and diſcovery thereof ; the which I did, 
and ſpent about three weeks time in finding out what 
15 here aſſerted. Firſt, As to the damage of Trade, by 
reaſon of the badneſs of the Harbour. Secondly, The 
advantage it will be to Trade, if a ſafe Harbour were 
made. 'Thirdly,The way how a good Harbour may be 
made z with a large Cittade), and a place for all Maga- 
Zines, and Naval Stores. Atid Fourthly, What it will 
colt the doing. 

As to the Firſt, The Ships that lye at Anchor, a mile 
below. Kingr-end, lye upon very hard Sands when the 
Tide is out; and thereby much damaifying the Ships, 
if either old or weak bnilt : And the goods are littered 
to and from the Ships,and many times the Ships receive 
very great Damage by Storms and great Winds z and 
ſo the Ships Crew mult always be on Board for fear of 
foul weather : and the Harbour being ſo bad, cauſes 
Trade to weaken at Dublin. 

As to the Second, If there were a Harbour made at 
Kings-end, as in the Map deſcribed, this advantage 
would be gained : At preſent there is at leaſt five hun- 


dred pounds per 4», paid to perſons that carry and. 


re-carry people in the Rings-erd Coaches to and from 
the Ships, all that would be ſaved. And all the labour

But as I have cn- 

deavoured to ſhew where ſufficient Timber is and may 
be had ir all rimes to build Men of War at one balf 
the charge which now is paid.

Rules to prevent Fires in the City of London, taken 
exattly from the Method that is uſed in Saxony, and 
l many other parts of Germany. | 


* FT  HereMaſons,Carpenters, Brick-layers and Joyners 
at their making Free, are put into the Liſt with 
the reſt to be always ready to help to quench and pre- 
vent the ſpreading of Fires ; Fiftcen of the Subſtantial 
Citizens Commillionated for to look to the well orde- 
ring of all things relating thereunto ; an Engineer and 
his Aſſiſtants made and ſerled; rwo Sentinels appointed 
with Houſes built for to hold the Water Engins in, and 
to put in the Engineers Ingredients, and Goods taken 
from all Houſes on Fire or ro be blown up; Sleds and 
Copper Tubs made. Bae 
heſe things being made and'done, then the Sentinel | 
hath a Place on the rop of the higheſt Steeple where-* By; 
by he may look all over the Town; one is by Day, the. 
other by Night , and every two Hours in the Night he 
plays half an hour upona Flageler, being very delightful 
in & Night :: and he looks round the City : if he ob- 
ſerves any Smoak or Fire or danger of Fire, he preſent- 
ly ſounds a Trumpet and hangs ous a bloody F'ag, to- 
wards that Quarter of the City where the Fire is, Im- 
mediately all the people which are for the quenching 


of the Fires, with the Commiſſioners and Engincers, ot 
as

there are twoCocks to ſapply withWater,one ppon the 
one ſide of the ſpace where the 'Tubs-are, and:the other 
qa the orher fide: ſorhe empty Tubs are hiled as they 
return, whereby no Water can be wanting. And one 
fide of the ſquare are the Houſes for the Water Engins;

- O prodigiouſly Rich is the Fiſhing Trade,: and+{o 
plainly the Right of-the King of Exg/and, that 
© _—-with- good Reaſon, is our Negligence taken no- 
tice. of by all Europe, and. our Prudence queſtioned 
by it, that we keep ſo' little a ſhare of .1t to our ſelves 
as we do, .and let our Neighbours grow, Great: and- 
 Haughty by the peaceable and full enjoyment of that 
-conſiderable Trade. *'Twas a moſt unlucky piece of 
Goodneſs, that ſome of our former Princes ever ſuffer- 
ed a Forreign Buſs to viſit the Engliſh Coaſts, the 
Tributes and Acknowledgments were-paid them then 
4a retunn of that Favour : And moſt Unlucky ſtill it was, 
that the ſad Calamitous times 'in the Reign of King 
| Charles the Firſt, prevented his Reſolution of CorreQ- 
ing the Dutch, and keeping the Wealth of the Seas 
| to his 'Own People; and that the Civil Wars ſome- 
times. after, gave occaſion to the Hollanders, to fix 
themſelves in-that Trade: And *tis now a Difficult 
| matter ( by Force) to Diſpoſſeſs-them of it ; This only 
Trade hath been the Occaſion of their preſent Great- 
Þ nes; This [has given them their mighty Numbers 
'of Seamen, -their vaſt Fleets of Ships, anda Foundation 
of all-their other Trades : (But they could not fo uy 
| | ave 
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have enprofſed the Fiſbery to themſelves (notwithſtand- 


ing thoſe opportunities they have had of Advancing 
themſelves, whilſt we have not had leiſure to look A- 


broad) if at other times we had uſed a due Prudence 
to withdraw it from them. 

We have endeavoured with Force, and a Prodigious 
expence of Treaſure and Blood, to bring down their 
Hearts and level their Trades; and had they dared 
to-meet us in an Open Sea, no doubt we had done their 
buſineſs and our own ; but they are too wile to do fo, 
without all the Advantage in the world z and there- 
fore have commonly ſo managed themſelves, by ſtand- 
ing on the Defenſive part, by Prolonging a War, by 
Retiring within their Sands, and natural Defences of 
their Seas, that we have been Hardly able at any time 
to do any thing conſiderable upon them, never to Vin- 
dicate the Fiſhery to our ſelves; nor indeed, to bring 
them to' their Antient Acknowledgment for that Pri- 


viledge. We have Endeavoured otherwiſe alſo, to - 


Raiſe our Fiſhery, and Deprefs theirs: As by raiſing 
Joynt+Stocks for the buying Bufſes and Nets, and all 
other Neceſlaries for fo great an Aﬀair: And by ma- 
king Companies, & gathering large Sums of Monies to 
be Employed in the ſame manner : But all theſe Indu- 
ftrious Attempts have had Ill Succeſs, and have ended in 
nought bur a viſible Loſs to the Undertakers, and a Re- 
proach to the Nation. - 

How there ſhould be theſe Miſcarriages, it may ſeem 


wonderful to moſt men, when the Fi are on our Own 


Coaſts, when we have had good Harbours, and the 
whole Nation praying for the Proſperity of the Under- 
taking ; and if you Read all the Books that have been 
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wrote on this ſubje& of the. Fiſhery, you ſhall =

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No other Reaſon can there poſſibly be, why the 
Dutch ſhould get the Fiſhery to themſelves : If you ſay, 
the Regularity of their Trade (or their Induſtry) may- 
EffeCt this, and deny that they Fiſh Cheaper, you- 


may eaſily be Anſwered as to the Two firſt parts of 


your Afertion ; for they are both reſolved into Cheap- 
neſs: Induſtry promotes Cheapneſs, and:ſo does Re- 
oularity ; both of them are but Promoters of that which 
1, have told you is the Supporter of the Dutch Trade. 
As to the latter part of the Afertion, you muſt be: 
convinced by Fa&t. And I will therefore ſhew you. 

Firſt, How the Dutch manage their. F iſbery to the 
beſt Advantage. 

Secondly, In what Chargeable wayes the Erz1iſb 
proceed in the Fiſbery. And then at laſt, I will En- 
deavour to ſhew to you, how the DefeCts'of our Exe- 
liſh Fiſhery may. be removed, and it be made. Cheaper 
than 1t is, with the. Dutch, - 

As ro the:Management of the Fiſhery, to the beſt. 
Advantage by the Hollanders, the great Trade of Build- 
ing Buſles, making Nets, and doing all other things 
which are- convenient for the Fiſhing Trade, is at Exc- 
cuſenx upon . the South-Sea, and at ſeveral places ad- 
joyning ; ſo that all the.Conveniences for that Trade 
lying near together, it is carried on with the greater 
Expediteneſs .and Cheapneſs. *Tis not in the power 
of any man.to run the Prices of .things High, where 
there is a mighty number of the ſame Profeſſion about 


- him, who all of them work with the greateſt diligence 


that can-be, thatthey may not be under-ſold by ano- 
ther: In other places (where two or three only of the 
ſame Trade reſide) they very often preſume upon a 
neceſſity of the Neighbouring Countries dealing with 


them;

" them; and therefore live Profuſely, and demand in-- 
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tollerable Prices for their Commodities, which (accor- 
ding to their. way of Living) they cannot afford Chea-- 
per-. Here is no ground tor ſuch an-Extravagancy ; . 
you muſt live moderately, and ſell cheap, or you can- 
not drive a Trade in.theſe Parts. What promotes eſpe- 
cially the building their-Buſles as cheap as they do, but 


their good Husbandry, in alwayes _ provided with- 


Timber fitted. to all Dimenſions : So that they can no-+ 
ſooner ,reſolve on Building a Buſs, but: the Timber 1s-- 
inſtantly laid out for its Foundation and Bones, and with: 
mighty expedition the Buſs is raiſed. And now the- 
Buls is raiſed, what can they do leſs, - than take care to: 
preſerve it from all Stormes and Bruiſes, whilſt it lies 
at home in Harbour ; and therefore they have cut Ri- 
vers and Channels for its quiet repoſe, which requires: - 
not the charge either of Cable or Anchor, or of any 
perſon to look to it, when not employed in Fiſhing.?. 
Theſe are great Advantages: Bur ſee what Mighty 


ones follow: The Buſlſes and Netts,-and the Tackting: 


belonging thereunto, are alwayes to the Owners ſuffi-'- 
cient Credit to take up ready-Monies, either to be em- 
ployed in the Voyage, or to buy Salt or ViCtuals, or- 
tor any other Neceſfary occaſions ; and the. Title to 
the Buſs never ſo much as-Queſltionable, ſhe being al-' 
wayes under a Regiſter ;: a thing of no ſmall Impor-: 
tance (to all perſons therein concerned) were it well: 
conſidered :. For thereby all men whatſoever are made

Burt oh ! This Trade is ſo {weer, ſee the care and:dili- 


gence of the- States about it: No leſs than. Forty Pla-- 


caets. made by them, for the Curing-and well-Order- 


ing the Herrings, as the ſcalon of the year ſhall re- 


quire. What quick Diſpatches have the Fithery in all 


its. Affairs, when-ever it comes before the Body of the 


States: They give them: alſo ſufficient Guards, whilft 


they are Laboriouſly drawing up into their Ships, the 


Riches of the Sea; and permit the Fiſhers to end all 
their Differences by men of their own Trade, that it 
may. be-concluded with quickneſs, and ſmall Charge. 
So great are-all theſe, Advantages of the Fiſhery, that 
one, Would think, that one need not have another, and 
yet they have a conſiderable one: They make Salt 
upon Salt, with Portugsl Salt and Sea-water mixt to- 
gether ; and by this. means they have this Commo- 


dity Cheap, which is uſed ſo Confiderably in the 


Fiſhery. 

And under theſe Beneficial circumſtances is the 
Fiſhery of Holland (at all times) Managed. I do not 
here intend to ſpeak of their Benefitz and Returns in 


the Fiſhing Trade, by the vaſt. Exchange and Barter 
which they make with-their Fiſh for other Commoz 


dities, in moſt parts of the World: But 'tis enough 


for my purpoſe, that I have given you the ſeveral 
*Conveniencies that dq attend them, until their Fiſh 


( Cauglt and Cured ) be brought into their Har- 


Dours. 
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either willingly running the hazard himſelf,-or letring 
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applicable. to, and- at the command of: our_Fiſhery ;. 
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But now let us ſee how bleſſedly the Engifo Fiſhery 
is Managel: We are likely indeed to keep pace with 


- the Dutch in that Trade, when it is carried on fo, as 


if we had ſtudied to make it as Chargeable as it 
could be. The Building of Bulles'is. hardly known by 
us; or, where it is known, it is a Mighty Charge a- 
bove what the Dutch Build at. 

Such bad Husbands are we mn providing Stores. 


of Timber, and ſorting it out for all the dimenfions 


of our Buſs : Beſides, our Timber cofts us more (though 
we have it of our Own Soyl ) than it doth the Holan- 


der, that fetches every Plank of it from Germany, or 


other Remote places. Our Nets, and all our Tackle 
convenient for the Fiſhery, are not here to be had, 
but at much Greater Rates than what the Dutch pay 
for them ; and if they chance to want Mending at any 
time, its impoſſible, as matters go with us now, we 
cannot with ſpeed enough have them done here, but 
muſt be forced to ſend them Over to Enequſer in Ho!- 
land, to have them Mended with greater Expedition 
and Cheapneſs. And now, perhaps, the Fiſhing-time

have Anchor and Cable to keep her to her ſtation, 
ſhe contivually ſuffers the unkindneſs of frequent 
Tydes.
